* Senator Hitchcok said he ex­ 
pected the president on the con­ 
vening of congress December 1 to 
withdraw the treaty and later sub­ 
mit it, possibly ^ith suggestions 
for acceptable reservations.

There is every evidence the re­ 
publican leaders in congress anx­ 
ious to get the country to a natural 
peace basis so the many war-time 
provisions may be erased and a 
more normal legal foundation plac­ 
ed under the country’s trade are go­ 
ing ahead with their plan for de- 
daring peace by resolution as soon 
as the new congress meets. A res­ 
olution making such a declaration 
was made last night by Republican 
leader Lodge. 
Not only is this expected to start 
a bitter fight in the new session, re­ 
viving many issues of the peace 
treaty controversy, but if it’s pass­
